For the outdoor enthusiast, Kluane National Park 
offers excellent opportunities for wilderness hiking, 


_boating and photography as well as some of the 


most spectacular scenery in North America. The 
park is the home of Mt. Logan, Canada’s highest 
mountain peak, massive ice-fields and glaciers, wild 
rivers and an abundance of wildlife and untouched 
wilderness. | 

Kluane National Park is easily accessible, located 
in the extreme southwest corner of Yukon, bordering 
on the Haines and Alaska Highways about a two 
hour drive from Whitehorse. 


Information Centres 


For general information on the park and details 
concerning hiking, backpacking and other activities, 


_ an information centre is located at the Park Head- 


quarters on the Alaska Highway just north of Haines 


Junction. The centre opens in early May and 


operates daily throughout the summer months until 
September 15. There are also Information Centres 
at Sheep Mountain and Destruction Bay, north of 
Haines Junction on the Alaska Highway which 
operate daily from June through September. 
Special interpretive programs which include 
conducted hikes, campfire talks bus tours and slide 
shows are presented by park staff throughout the 
summer. All events except the bus tours are free. 


The bus tours require a nominal fee of $2 or $3 
depending on the trips length. : 

The monthly newsletter, KLUANE provides an 
outline of all events plus a grab-bag of articleg about — 
interesting park features and stories.
